To  the  Honorable,  the  Speaker 

of  the  House,  of  Delegates, 

Sir  :  In  compliance  with  an  order  of  the  House  of  Delegates, 
passed  the  28th  ultimo,  I  transmit  the  following  information  re- 
quested by  the  said  order: 

First.  The  printed  Tariff  herewith  submitted  contains  "a  list  of 
the  present  rates  of  tolls  and  charges  on  each  description  of  arti- 
cles;" from  which  it  will  be  perceived  that  the  rates  above  those 
authorised  by  the  original  charter,  but  allowed  by  subsequent  acts, 
are  confined  to  articles  enumerated  in  the  first  and  second  classes  ; 
that  for  articles  in  the  first  class,  the  excess  is  confined  to  transpor- 
tation for  a  less  distance  than  156  miles,  and  for  those  in  the  second 
class  for  a  less  distance  than  100  miles.  The  reason  and  operation 
of  these  rates  will  be  explained  in  a  subsequent  part  of  this  answer; 
and,  it  is  confidently  believed  will  satisfactorily  show  the  expedi- 
ency of  the  scale  by  winch  they  have  been  adjusted. 

Second.  I  am  of  opinion  that  lower  rates  of  tolls  and  charges 
than  those  established  by  the  printed  Tariff  above  referred  to,  upon 
the  respective  articles  therein  comprehended,  according  to  the  usual 
manner  in  which  they  are  offered  for  transportation,  would  not 
yield  to  the  rail  road  company  a  reasonable  profit,  or  to  the  State 
the  income  itnow  receives  from  its  investment  in  the  rail  road  com- 
pany. 

The  present  Tariff  of  rates  was  adopted  after  an  elaborate  inves- 
tigation of  the  subject  in  all  its  bearings ;  and  for  a  general  and; 
promiscuous  transportation  the  charges  fixed  by  it  are  as  low  as 
can  be  charged  to  afford  a  reasonable  profit.  This  may  be  further 
and  conclusively  shewn  by  the  tabular  statement  marked  E,  hereto 
appended,  and  which  formed  one  of  the  documents  annexed  to 
he  last  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  the  stockholders.. 
tThis  statement  shews  that  the  net  profit  derived  from  the  transpor- 
tation of  tonnage,  without  making  any  allowance  for  interest  upon 
capital  employed,  was  I  134-1 000  cent,  per  ton  per  mile,  yielding 
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only  an  aggregate  of  a  little  more  than  $80,000  upon  the  entire 
freight  carried  upon  (he  road. 

If  from  the  Preamble  to  the  order,  it  is  to  be  inferred  thai  the 
answers  heretofore  forwarded  10  certain  inquiries  propounded  by 
the  House  of  Delegates  in  regard  to  the  transportation  of  coal,  in 
the  manner  contemplated  in  these  answers,  authorise  the  supposi- 
tion that  the  tolls  and  charges  upon  other  articles  may  be  reduced 
to  the  rate  assumed  in  the  answers,  ii  is  my  duty  to  inform  the 
House  that  such  inference  would  be  erroneous;  and,  if  acted  upon 
might  seriously  affect  the  interest  of  the  State. 

Justice  to  the  company  requires  that  the  distinctions  pointed  out 
in  those  answers  should  not  be  lost  sight  of.  In  older  that  the 
statements  contained  in  it  might  not  be  supposed  to  conflict  with 
estimates  or  the  actual  cost  of  transportation  applicable  to  a  different 
trade,  it  was  observed  in  the  last  answer  "Itiat  the  principal  means 
by  which  wc  are  enabled  to  engage  in  live  transportation  of  cotd 
at  the  low  rates  referred  to  are  found,  1st,  in  the  use  of  the  improv- 
ed heavy  engine,  possessing  nearly  triple  the  capacity  of  those 
formerly  and  now  in  use  by  the  company;  2nd,  in  the  comparative 
cheapness  of  llw  description  of  ears,  and  the  less  weight  they  are 
required  to  have  in  proportion  to  the  load  they  carry;  and  3rd,  in 
the  amount  and  regularity  and  punctuality  of  the  trade.  It  may 
now  be  added  that  the  description  of  engine  which  it  would  be 
requisite  to  employ  in  the  transportation  of  coat,  to  justify  the  pro- 
posed rates,  has  not  been  used  upon  the  road,  and  is  now,  for  the 
first  time,  to  be  introduced  under  the  contract  which  has  been 
actually  made  for  the  annual  transportation  of  52,500  tons  of  coal, 
iron,  &.C.,  from  the  mines  to  the  city  of  Baltimore. 

It  will  be  impossible  to  do  justice  to  estimates  founded  upon  the 
various  articles  and  modes  of  transportation,  without,  particular 
attention  to  the  peculiar  business  and  operations  of  rail  roads;  in 
which  each  of  the  elements  referred  to  in  the  above  extract  is  of 
great  importance,  and  would  materially  affect  the  rate  which  it 
woidd  be  allowable  to  charge.  The  amount  and  regularity  and 
punctuality  of  the  trade  may  be  considered  as  perhaps  the  most 
important  of  either  of  the  others,  and  therefore,  in  the  previous  an- 
swers of  the  company  these  requisites  were  treated  as  indispensable 
to  warrant  the  charge  of  1  .^  cent  per  ton  per  mile  for  the  ti aspor- 
tation of  coal.  This  will  be  better  appreciated  from  the  fact  thai 
during  the  past  year,  in  which  the  business  of  the  toad  was  greater 
than  at  any  previous  period,  the  entire  aggregate  amount  of  trans- 
portation of  freight  of  all  kinds,  and  from  all  places  was  less  than 
83.000  tons. 

In  addition  to  these  observations,  and  to  the  grounds  presented 
in  the  previous  answers,  the  following  reasons  may  be  stated  why 
a  transient,  promiscuous,  uncertain  and  irregular  freight  cannot  be 
transported  at  the  same  charges  as  would  be  admissable  in  a  differ- 
ent description  of  trade,  or  at  less  rates  than  are  fixed  by  the  tariff 
hereto  appended, 

First,  Irregularity  and  uncertainty  in  amount  makes  it  imposs 
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ble  to  adapt  the  preparations  with  any  equality  to  the  quantity  of 
business,  and  obliges  the  company  to  provide  machinery  for  the 
greatest  amount  that  may  be  offered  at  any  particular  time.  Its 
labor  and  machinery  consequently,  must  be  frequently  idle  and 
unemployed,  besides  the  liability  of  the  latter  to  natural  decay, 
always  a  source  of  considerable  expense  and  loss. 

Second,  For  such  trade,  and  more  especially  for  all  way  trans- 
portation, the  company  is  uniformly  required  to  furnish  cars  of  the 
most  expensive  description,  weighing  nearly  as  much  as  the  load 
which  they  are  capable  of  containing,  and  to  haul  them  in  one 
direction  empty,  at  an  expense  little  less  than  if  they  were  loaded. 
The  engines,  also,  when  returning  are  required  to  run  many  miles, 
with  an  inconsiderable  load,  or  with  noue  at  all,  in  order  to  take 
the  freight  from  the  several  points  on  the  l'pad. 

Third,  For  the  transportation  of  lime,  limestone,  and  wood, 
especially,  it  is  necessary  to  run  a  locomotive  a  considerable  dis- 
tance without  any  load,  in  order  to  receive  a  freight  and  transport 
it  for  a  few  miles  only.  In  this  way  an  engine  is  frequently  run 
eighteen  miles  without  load,  to  receive  and  haul  freight,  often  in- 
adequate, only  from  four  to  seven  miles,  and  afterwards  to  return 
to  »he  station  without  load. 

Jji  answer  to  ihc  third  and  last  branch  of  the  inquiry  in  the  or- 
der of  the  House  of  Delegates,  I  have  to  observe  that  by  the  tariff 
hereto  appended  the  variation  in  the  rates  of  toll  for  freight  in  pro- 
portion to  distance,  is  fully  and  specifically  shewn. 

For  the  conveyance  of  passengers  between  Baltimore  and  Cum- 
berland, and  all  intermediate  points  on  the  main  stem,  the  com- 
pany has  fixed  a  uniform  charge  of  four  cents  per  mile,  excepting 
between  Baltimore  and  the  Relay-House, and  Ellicotfs Mills;  from 
the  former  of  which  the  charge  is  twenty-live  cents,  and  from  the 
latter  fifty  cents  for  the  whole  distance.  This  abatement  in  the 
charge  to  those  places  was  authorised  in  the  belief,  that,  from  the 
proximity  of  those  points  to  Baltimore  and  other  circumstances 
connected  with  their  position,  the  travel  and  intercourse  with  each 
might  be  increased  by  a  lower  rate  of  charge,  in  such  manner  as 
to  augment  the  aggregate  revenue:  and  these  expectations,  it  is 
believed,  have  been  realised. 

Soon  after  the  road  was  opened  to  Cumberland,  it  became  appa- 
rent that  to  prevent  a  diversion  of  the  western  travel  beyond  the 
Ohio  river,  from  Maryland  to  the  Pennsylvania  works,  it  would  be 
necessary  that  all  the  lines  from  the  Ohio  to  Philadelphia,  by  the 
way  of  Baltimore,  should  make  some  abatement  in  their  charges; 
and  it  was  equally  obvious  that  to  ensure  the  comfortable  and  ex- 
peditious conveyance  of  passengers  by  the  Maryland  route  between 
Cumberland  and  the  river,  it  was  necessary  that  this  abatement 
should  have  reference  to  the  capacity  and  reasonable  piofit  of  the 
various  stage  lines  on  the  national  road.  From  these  causes,  dur- 
ing the  past  summer,  passengers  between  the  Ohio  and  Philadel- 
phia, in  both  directions,  were  allowed  to  teceive  through  tickets  at 
either  point,  each  company  agreeing  to  receive  a  lower  rate  of  fare, 
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of  which  iln>  company  received  &4  5U  loi  wuii  passenger.  The 
arrangement  for  ;i  through  ticket  was  discontinued  in  the  month  of 
October  last;  since  which  period  this  company  has  received  for 
western  passengers  five  dollars  each,  between  Cumberland  and 
Baltimore.  Hut  while  the  serious  competition  with  the  Penn.-\l- 
vania  works  renders  some  abatement  in  the  fare  of  western  passen- 
gers indispensable  to  succour  the  Maryland  works,  no  such  reason 
applies  to  the  other  travel,  especially  as  ai  the  rate  of  four  cents  per 
mile,  it  is  accommodated  as  cheaply  as  on  any  other  road  in  the 
Middle  01  Southern  States.  By  no  other  means  it  is  believed,  can 
the  travel  upon  the  .Maryland  roads  be  maintained. 

The  reasons  for  the  inequality  in  the  rates  for  freights  as  exhibi- 
ted in  the  tariff  may  be  stated  as  follows:  the  substance  of  the 
whole  being,  to  attract  the  largest  amount  of  trade  from  the  greatest 
distance,  so  as  not  only  to.  accommodate  the  largest  extent  of  coun- 
try and  increase  the  revenue  of  the  road,  but  to  foster  and  increase 
the  trade  of  the  .Stale,  and  of  the  city  of  Baltimore. 

The  principles  upon  which  the  rate?  on  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Rail  Road  are  adjusted,  are  very  simple  and  intelligible.  They  are 
founded  upon  the  fact  that  all  articles  of  commerce,  moie especially 
the  products  of  the  forest. mines  and  agriculture  will  bear  to  be 
transported  no  farther  than  some  certain  assignable  distance,  depen- 
dant upon  the  relative  values  of  those  articles  at  the  place  of  their 
production  and  at  that  to  which  they  are  to  be  conveyed.  If  the 
cost  of  transportation  would  amount  to  more  than  the  difference 
between  these  values,  the  commodities  will  not  be  sent  to  the 
market.  Thus  if  a  barrel  of  Hour  al  the  place  of  its  manufacture 
is  worth  s3.  and  at,  the  nearest  market  s4.  it  can  pay  but  $>13  for 
its  carriage  from  the  former  to  the  latter  place,  and  therefore  will 
not  bear  transportation  from  a  distance  greater  than  that  over  which 
it  can  be  corn,  eyed  for  one  dollar.  Now  the  number  of  miles  com- 
posing this  d  ism  nee  will  evidently  increase  as  the  cost  of  carriage 
per  mile  diminishes,  so  that  the  maximum  distance  will  always 
correspond  with  the  maximum  rate  of  toll.  It  is  then  clear,  that 
as  the  rate  of  toll  is  lowered  upon  any  work  whose  business  is  the 
transportation  of  commodities,  the  sphere  of  its  operation  will  ex- 
pand; and  to  effect  this  result  by  a  suitable  arrangement  of  its 
Tariff' of  tolls,  is  plainly  its  duty  ;  not  only  in  regard  to  its  own  in- 
terest but  to  those  of  the  public,  which  demand  that  the  benefits  of 
the  work  should  be  conferred  upon  the  widest  extent  of  country 
and  the  greatest  number  of  producers.  The  decrease  in  the  tolls 
by  which  this  end  is  to  be  attained  should,  so  far  as  the  length  of 
the  line  will  permit,  proceed  until  the  lowest  rate  is  reached  which 
will  yield  a  bare  profit  to  the  transporter.  In  no  other  way  could 
the  producers  upon  the  remote  parts  of  the  line,  and  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  Ohio  river  receive  their  full  share  of  the  advantages  from  the 
improvement. 

The  soundness  of  these  principles  will  be  conceded.  They  are 
ably  set  forth  in  the  essay  entitled  "a  popular  exposition  of  the  in- 
correctness of  the  tariffs  of  toll  in  use.  on  the  public  improvements 


Of  the  United  States, by  Charles  Ellet,Jr."  a  distinguished  profes- 
sional gentleman  formerly  at  the  head  of  (he  engineer  department 
of  the  principal  internal  improvement  of  Virginia.  They  have 
governed  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road  Company  in  the 
graduation  of  its  tolls  as  above  stated,  and  have  been  recognised 
and  applied  by  other  lines  of  transportation  throughout  the  United 
States,  and  in  a  remarkable  manner  upon  the  Western  Rail  Road 
of  Massachusetts,  on  which  Hour  has  been  carried  throvgh  from 
Albany  to  Boston  at  a  less  aggregate,  charge  than  from  interme- 
diate places  on  the  same  line. 

It  may  be  added  that  such  a  sliding  scale  of  rates  is  especially 
essential  to  so  long  a  line  as  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road. 

In  conclusion  I  take  leave  to  remark  that  the  great  aim  of  the 
company  has  been,  paying  liberal  regard  to  the  interests  of  all  parts 
of  the  community,  to  give  the  greatest  possible  expansion  to  the 
business  of  the  road ;  whereby  only  it  has  been  enabled  to  make 
its  annual  contributions  to  the  revenues  and  Treasury  of  the  State, 
or  maybe  expected  to  make  tbetri  in  future. 

I  cannot  doubt  that  after  the  House  of  Delegates  have  investiga- 
ted the  subject  with  the  attention   it  merits,  they  will  be  satisfied 
that   the  arrangements  of  the  company    could    not  be  disturbed, 
without  manifest  prejudice  to  the  public  interests.

MERCHANDISE  FOR  TRANSPORTATION  on  the  Road 
is  received  daily  (Sundays  excepted)  at  (he  Depot  in  Baltimore 
and  Cumberland  respectively,  between  the  hours  of  8  o'clock, 
A.  M.,  and  3  o'clock,  P.  M.,  under  the  following  Regulations, 
viz :  — 

1.  ALL  GOODS  OFFERED  FOR  TRANSPORTATION 

must  be  distinctly  marked,  and  each  dray-load  accompanied  by  a 
list,  in  duplicate,  of  the  number  and  description  of  packages  to  be 
forwarded, — the  name  of  the  Consignee  and  of  the  party  forward- 
ing the  same. 

2.  GOODS  DESTINED  FOR  DELIVERY  on  the  line  of 
the  Winchester  Rail  Road  must  be  consigned  to  the  care  of  the 
"Agentofthe  Winchester  and  Potomac  Rail  Road  Company"  at 
Harper's  Ferry — and  as  ihis  Company  will  not  j  errnit  consign- 
ments to  be  made  to  its  Agents,  commodities  intended  for  indivi- 
duals residing  at  places  distant  from  the  Rail  Road,  must,  in  every 
instance,  be  consigned  to  some  known  resident  at  the  point  of  de- 
livety — otherwise  they  cannot  be  received. 

3.  THE  FREIGHT  accruing  upon  all  commodities  for  de- 
livery  at  points  on  the  line  of  the  road,  oihei  than  Fndcrick, Har- 
per's   Ferry,   Cumberland,  Baltimore,    and    the  depots  on  the 

Winchester  and  Potomac  Rail  Road,  must  be  paid   in  advance. 

1.  GUN-POWDER  and  FRICTION  MATCHES  will  be 
forwarded  only  under  special  agreement,  in  each  particular  case,  at 
the  convenience  of  the  Company,  from  Mount  Clare  Depot, — 
where  they  will  be  received  for  Transportation  on  the  M<  nday  of 
each  week,  between  the  hours  of  8  and  12  o'clock,  A.  M., — and 
at  no  other  place  or   time. 

5.  BACON  and  HAMS  in  lots  less  than  entire  Car  loads,  will 
not  be  received  loose,  except  in  cases  where  they  constitute  part  of 
entire  Car  loads  to  the  same  Consignee. 

6.  THE  FREIGHT  accruing  upon  all  commodities  consigned 
to  individuals  at  Baltimore,  Frederick,  Harper's  Feiry  or  Cumber- 
land, must   be  paid    on   delivery    at    their  destination.     Upon  all 


goods  and  produce  transported  intermediately  from  one  private 
depot  to  another,  the  freight  must  be  paid  to  tlie  Way  Conductor, 
by  the  Local  Agent  forwarding  the  same. 

7.  ENTIRE  CAR  LOADS  of  Produce  or  other  Commodities 

will  he  delivered  in  Baltimore  at  any  designated  point  on  the  City 
tracks,  not  on  the  main  Line  in  Pratt  street,  hut  fractions  of  loads 
will  he  delivered  only,  at,  Mount  Clare  Depot. 


$f=-  THE  COMPANY  will  not  he  responsible  for  damage  aris- 
ing from  ordinary  leakage  and  breakage;  nor  will  they  be  respon- 
sible for  damage  all  edged  to  have  been  received  by  any  goods  or 
commodities  transported  by  them,  unless  the  claim  shall  be  made 
before  the  removal  of  the  goods  from  the  Depot ;  further,  if  goods, 
which  shall  have  been  transposed  on  this  road.be  not  received  or 
taken  away  by  the  consignees  or  owners  on  the  day  of  their  arrival 
at  the  Depot,  the  Company  will  not  be  responsible  for,  or  pay  any 
claims  for  loss  or  damage  which  may  he  sustained  by  such  goods; 
in  other  words,  if  goods  as  above  described  aiesuirered  lo  remain  in 
or  on  the  Cars  at  the  Depot,  or  in  the' warehouses  of  the  company, 
one  or  more  nights  after  their  arrival,  they  will  remain  so  at  the 
exclusive  risk  of  the  owners  or  consignees.
